five lives were lost last night in a fire 
that destroyed the Rhodes theater in 
this city. The majority of the victims 
were literally burned to death. 
The opera house was crowded with 
the m e m b e rs of St. John’s Lutheran 
Sunday school, who were at tea Png a 
benefit given for thftt church. 
While 
the show was in progress a ga-? tank 


exploded. 
The actors endeavored to q»d«t the 
audience, but in their anxiety G> make 
themselves heard and. to avoid the 
awful stampede of the women and 
children, the coal oil lamps which 
were used at the 
footlights 
were 
overturned, setting the place on fire. 
The flames, fed by the oil, shot 
almost to the ceiling, and the**e was 
a wild rush of the 700 persons to es­ 
cape from the burning building. 
Scores of women and children were 
trampled upon, and several who es 
raped being burned to death died aft­ 
er being dragged from 
the 
opera 
house 
In many cases, it is stated, «ntire 
families have been wiped out. 
The 
scene which followed the explosion is 
indescribable. 
Scores of persons who 


were in the balcony at the time the 
exnlosion occurred jumped from the 
indo ws 
and 
sustained

limbs and skulls. 
To add to the terrible disaster, the 
fire, apparatus became disabled, nnc 
the structure was left entirely to the 
mercy of the seething flames.

lion dollars to our circtilafion.

Mpbile, Ala., Jan. 14.—The incarce­ 
ration in the local 
jail of Arthello 
Duboz, a supposedly crazed 
mulatto, 
brings to light the story of the black­ 
est crime that 
ever 
darkened the 
pages of the history of Choctaw coun­ 
ty, Alabama. Indeed, there have been 
few, if any, crimes in the annals of 
the state that can approach it. 
Duboz was removed 
to 
the local 
j bastile because of the feeling arous­ 
ed in Choctaw county over the de­ 
liberate assassination a week ago of 
.T. H. Hodges, a 
wealthy 
planter, 
and the murder and incineration on 
the same day of Sallie Thompson, an 
old mullato, and her daughter. 
It was Duboz’s own statements that 
led to his arrest, and, when the feel­ 
ing against him grew so violent that 
threats of lynching were made 
the 
Choctaw county officials removed him 
from the Mount Sterling jail to this 
city. 
The true story of Mr. Hodge’s as­ 
sassination may 
never 
be 
known, 
since up to the present time, no eye­ 
witnesses to the crime 
have 
been 
found. 
Neither is there 
aught, 
save the 
story related by Duboz, 
to connect 
him with the slaying of Sally Thomp­ 
son and her daughter and their'sub­ 
sequent cremation. 
The prisoner says that he saw Mr. 
Hodges riding along on liis horse and 
that he shot at and missed him. Mr. 
Hodges called out, asking Duboz if 
he were shooting at him. The negro 
made answer that the gun had been 
accidentally 
discharged 
and 
urged 
Mr. Hodges 
to come on, as he was 
not going to hurt him. 
Mr. Hodges, so Duboz says, rode to 
within a few yards of where he was 
standing. Duboz says ho again fired 
on Hodges, the shot taking effect and 
Mr. Hodges was instantly killed. 
Duboz also told that he had slain 
the mulatto woman and the little girl 
saying he shot the woman and cu 
the child’s throat. He denied having 
anything to do with the burning of 
the house and the cremation of his 
victims. 
Whether Mr. Hodges was slain he 
fore the other 
two 
victims is not 
known. 
According to 
the 
statement of a 
citizen, who claims 
to 
have passed 
the home of the old woman some time 
after midnight, the house was stand­ 
ing and intact. It is believed, how­ 
ever, that the woman and child were 
the last to whom death was meted 
cut. 
The cool and deliberate manner in 
which the assassination seems to have 
been planned and carried out would 
indicate, the Choctaw county authori­ 
ties believe, that 
it was the work.

San Francisco, .Jan. 14.—Within a 
few week.s the v’laus Spreckles huilj- 
ing. the mightiest sky scraper of them 
all in San Francisco, will have b een 
re.stored to its original condition, as 
it was b efore the terrib le earthquake 
and tire of April 18, 190C. 
The other 
greit office b uildings hav^ also b een 
rehab ilitated and others are b eing 
erected. 
The great lesson of the ca­ 
tastrophe 
that 
overwhelmed 
San 
Francisco has b een that the steel 
sky scrapers are the safest and the 
most secure against the ravages of 
b oth quakes and flames. 
The Spreckles b uilding, upon ex­ 
amination after the fire 
had 
died 
down, was found not to have suffered 
in the least from the earthquake, al­ 
though the fire did great damage to 
the interior. 
The shaking to which 
the b uilding was sub jected had not 
affected it, and not a stone had b een 
shaken out of place nor one of its 
b eautiful lines altered. 
It was the fire that raged ab out it, 
sub jecting it to a heat such as was 
never b efore known in a conflagra­ 
tion, that did all the damage. 
All of 
April 18 the tall b uilding was the 
center of a great wall of flames that 
raged and roared ab out it tinceasing- 
ly . 
The flames ruined the interior 
woodwork and some of the stonework 
on the outside. 
The work of remod­ 
eling the giant sky scraper 
is 
now 
nearing completion, and a few weeks 
will find all the offices occupied and 
every scar removed from the great 
b uilding which passed safely through 
the greatest conflagration in history .

Prof. Garner Authority for As s ertion 
That Wild Animals Conv ers e. 


The chatter of monkeys is a real • 
chatter and conversation, .some folks 
say. Prof. R, L. Garner, who has spent 
the greater part of several years in 
the forests of Africa studying the lan­ 
guages of monkeys and other animals, 
says silence is not an absolute ele­ 
ment in the safety of wild animal life. 
Wild animals are more taciturn than 
domestic animals, as also are the wild 
tribes of human beings. This he at­ 
tributes to lack of social intimacies 
and nomadic habits. The carnivora, 
the only natural enemies which other 
animals 
have 
any 
cause 
to 
fear 
through the sound of their voices, de­ 
pend almost entirely upon the sense 
of smell in pursuing their game, every 
species having its peculiar odor. Also 
the carnivora generally hunt at night, 
seizing their prey while asleep. 
The 
Jinimals which have the fewest Rea­ 
sons to fear betrayal by their voices 
are by nature the most silent. During 
Prof. Garner’s three years’ residence 
in the jungle he found that the chim­ 
panzee frequently breaks the silence 
of the forest by answering the cries 
of the various other animals. 
The 
gorilla . t less loquacious, but there 
are times when he ignores all danger 
of betrayal and gives vent to a deluge 
of speech. 
Other monkey species are 
persistent talkers, and can be heai d at 
almost any hour. The trumpeting of 
the elephant is common at night, and 
the bellowing of the hippopotamus 
by day or night. The antelopes cry at 
night when the leopard is on the hum 
for them, the latter also grunting.

The call 
was ma<le at the request of President 
dooseveli. who had notified Governor 
Spark s that such action nmst he tak - 
n or tjie federal troops sent to Gold- 
leld to deaf with a “riot” which did 
not materialize would he recalled. It 
s generally believed that the legis- 
at lire will refuse to adopt the rec- 
mimendations of the governor, and in 
that case the latter will probably de­ 
clare martial law. 
There are many 
ivowed friends of the Western Fed­ 
eration of Miners among the Nevada 
1‘iwmak ers, and they 
will 
probably 
seek to itreveni any legislation look ­ 
ing to the establishment of a state 
militia. 
They declare that such a 
militia would he 
practically 
organ- 
?ed. armed, owned and controlled by 
the mine owners and would 4>e used 
:or the sole purpose of enabling the 
oiieralors to break up the union, im- 
ort “scabs" and inaugurate a reign 
ol terror, with its hull pens and de­ 
portations, stich as disgraced Colora­ 
do a 
fc'W y ears ago. 
They assert that 
he miners have 
shown 
themselves 
willing and anxious to carry on a 
peaceful strik e, and that slate troops 
honld not he used as strik e break ers. 
'Phat Governor Si» ark s is doubtful 
ot the willingness of the legislature 
to lak e an active part in the Gold- 
field troubles is evidenced by his let- 
; r to President Roosevelt, in which 
be said:

lution. who declare that recent his­ 
tory . in the acquittal of Hay wood and 
Pdtibone and the release of Moy er 
has jnstified their contention. 
Tli*^ opinion is general among the

Governor 
.Toliii 
Spark s has “gone over" to the Gold- 
field mine owners, despite the fact 
ihat he was elected largely b.v the

that the governor has 
been cleverly “tak en in" by the Gold- 
field stock jobbers, who have made 
him their unwitting tool in securing 
iree advertising for Goldfield.

Spark s resemliles that 
late 
Governor Siennenherg of Idaho, H ar­ 
ry 
Orchard’s 
victim. 
Both Spark s 
and Stetinenherg were elected by la- 
Itoring men, and both aligned them­ 
selves with the mine owmers when 
"rouble 
came. 
Steunenherg 
intro­ 
duced th(l bullpen into Idaho, and it is | 
declared by Spark s’ enemies that he , 
desires to lik ewise in Nevada. 
It is a notorious fact that Governor 
Spark s has been of late on exceed­ 
ingly good terms with the Goldfield 
stock jobbers, who promote<l million 
uollar companies by the dozen ,oi^ ^

Sqcrotary S. D. Kiimp re­ 
ports that the s(» cieiy now' has about 
20.000 members in Wvsconsin, a gain 
of 7,000 in the last y ear. 
The launch­ 
ing of an official paiier to be owned 
and controlled by the stale union is 
one of the matters iiefore the conven­ 
tion. 
The iQbacco department of the so­ 
ciety . which is the most important in 
Wisconsin, have decided tlrat all to- 
liacco not sold V>y ttunorrow’ shall he 
sized, boxed and placed in pool, to be 
held 
for higher prices.
